The final consummation of the long sought Reciprocal 
treaty between Canada and United States has brought the 
expected re-action. Already from both sides of the line 
have come protests from affected interests, or interests 
which anticipate harmful results. This was inevitable. 
But the general reaction so far as Canada is concerned 
seems to be one of approval. What the immediate result 
will be in cash returns, will be shown as time marches on. 

Many believe that the greatest value of the reciprocal 
arrangements, lies not in the specific concessions, but in 
the attitude of the two countries which has made conces¬ 
sions possible. So far as this continent is concerned it is 
a gesture of neighborliness, and a tum away from the high 
tariff gospel which has clutched the world for fifteen 
years or more. 

These are dramatic times, and nations tend to drama¬ 
tize themselves consciously or unconsciously. Britain has 
adopted the role of a strong, mature elder brother, seek¬ 
ing to direct the refractory members of the human family, 
and not disposed to depend entirely on moral suasion eith¬ 
er. The result of the British election shows that the iflPr- 
vidual parts of the nation fancy their government in this 
role. France is as ever feminine, trembling for fear she 
may be ravished, building up her defenses in apprehen¬ 
sion of attack. Italy and Germany have built themselves 
up as Wronged Nations, seeking only their rights, a pic¬ 
ture which has seized the imaginations of their people. 
Every’ wrong under which every nation suffers, every 
problem has been accentuated to sway a world attuned to 
drama. 

United States and Canada, by virtue of their geographi¬ 
cal position, stand side by side, appalled by the evidences 
of international hate across the water, appalled by the 
feuds, by the tramp of marching feet, the distrust and^le 
ancient prejudices. 

Then these startled spectators—United States and Can-

“Whether manufacturers like it or not, the new Gov¬ 
ernment went to the country chiefly on a platform of low¬ 
er tariffs. The people in their vote asked for its imple¬ 
mentation. Some decrease, therefore, may be expected, at 
least, by the time of the next budget. Those industries 
however, which have continually increased their efficiency, 
sold their goods on a quality basis, should shed their fears 
of destruction, for it is inconceivable that tariff reductions 
will be made without an eye to Canada’s economic integ¬ 
rity. If even a percentage of the increased prosperity 
claimed by the new regime, returns as a result of new 
tariff policy, domestic manufacturers will receive their 
share of the greater purchasing power, in any case. 

“But all busioess should welcome the end of overflight 
executive changes in tariffs, and once fiscal policy is defin¬ 
itely determined', business can settlje down to work to 
known factors.”

Balanced rations are used and this 
simply means that the materials re¬ 
quired for making eggs are provided 
each bird in its feed in such amounts 
that an egg can be produced practi¬ 
cally every day. While a fairly elab¬ 
orate ration is used at the Station, 
home-grown grains properly Rupple- 
| mentedsfrom grains alone do not sup¬ 
ply enough of all the essential ele¬ 
ments and supplements must be add¬ 
ed for best results. Beef s^jgpris the 
protein supplement used at tha Sta¬ 
tion and bone meal is also added to 
the ration to supply necessary min- 
rals. Cod liver oil is another essen¬ 
tial supplement used to supply vita- 
| mins A and D which are of primary 
importance and without which the 
ody functions of the birds do not 
take normally. 

Skim milk is provided to some of 
the birds at the Station bu’ sufficient' 
is not available so that all can be fed 
this highly nutritious supplement to 
the grain ration. Whenever skim milk 
is available the purchased protein sup 
plement can be greatly reduced, but 
it is questionable whether it should 
ever be entirely eliminated from the 
ration. Too many poultry producers 
fail to grasp the importance of the 
protein supplement. 

In addition to the mash and scratch 
charcoal and oyster shell are placed 
in hoppers where the birds can get at 
them all the time. While charcoal 
has no actuhl feed value it pays to 
have a regulatory effect on the diges¬ 
tive system of the birds. The oyster 
shell supplies -lime required in the 
manufacture of egg shell. 

Two feeding methods are employed 
at the Station, one the mash and 
scratch and the other the all mash 
system. The first mentioned is that 
most commonly used and has a num¬ 
ber of advantages, but the all mash 
system requires less labour and at¬ 
tention in feeding as all the feed is 
strictly self-fed.—News Letter.
